NEAR HANOVER TRACKS 


EARLY SUNDAY MORNING 


An unknown colored man. with his 


throat cut !'rom ear to ear, and his 
buily horribly mangled, lying along- 
side th*» tracks of the I'auhaudle rail- 
road, near Hanover, was the ghastly 
find made by a Panhandle section man 
about live o'clock 
Sunday 
morning 


Ali indications point to a murder hav- 
ing been comniim-d. Tiie news of the 
finding of th*- dead body of the Negro 
soon spread and in a short time a large 
crowd of the curious had assembled. 


Coroner NViyiarcli was notified 
and 


that official left on the first train for 
Hanover. On his 
arrival 
there 
he 


viewed the body which was brought 
to Newark by Mr. Jones of Criss Bros. 
& Jones' undertaking establishment, 
where it was psvparrd for interment. 


The Coroner found that in addition 


to the man 
having 
been 
crushed 


through the hips, where he had ap- 
parently been struck by a train. Ms 
thro;it was cut from ear to ear. 
The 


carioid arteries and others had been 
cleanly severed as though done by a 


J sharp knife or a razor, but whether he 


had committed suicide or was murder- 
ed is not known, although all th<> in- 
dications point to the latttr theory.

were found, but aside from a prescrip- 
tion for rheumatism, which had be^i;

indicate the identity of the man 


The dead man is described as being 


about five feet and eight inche •. 
in 


height, weight about 150 pounds, and 
aged about 50 years. He is very dark, 
with a mustache and about, ten day.;' 
growth of beard. When found h- was 
attired in a soiled suit of dark sray 
clothes, wore a leather cap and laced 
shoes, somewhat worn.

under Col .Kinaldo Diaz, nephew of t 
the president, attacked the defenses i 
of Agua Prieta. They opened a ter- , 
rific fire with 
rifles and 
machine ! 


guns. The rebels under Gen. Garcia j 
number about 2000, according 
to j 


Crarcia's statement. The Tinted States 
cavalry 
at Douglas was today reiii- 


lorced by two troops and have been 
stationed along the boundary line to 
prevent the Americans from 
lining 


up to watch the battle and 
taking 


chances on being hurt. 


After a terrific exchange of bul- 


lets the federals retired to reform 
and recommenced the attack at i» 
o'clock. During the interval wagon- 
loads of wounded were brought here 
and the Red Cross attendants say H 
is impossible to estimate how many 
were killed or wounded. 


Early in the engagement an Amer- 


ican named Oscar Goll was slightly 
wounded by a bullet while on Mexi- 
can soil. Several buildngs in Doug- 
las were riddled by machine gun fire, 
but although two of them were schooi 
houses no one was hit, the 
pupils 


having been sent home to lessen the 
danger. 


•Despite the orders of the cavalr; 


the house tops 
are 
jammed 
with 


spectators. 
The rebels used sharp- 


shooters to silence the machine gunb 
by picking off the guners. 
As fast 


as a gun is brought into action Gar- 
cia sets a group of crack shots 
to 


work to silence it. 


An American. J. C. Edwards, leads 


in this sharpshooting and the meth- 
od has proved extremely effective so 
far.

After 
bullets 
had 
pierced 
the 


clothes of American troopers 
and 


one horse had been shot, the L'nited 
States cavalry was ordered to takt 
shelter behind buildings. Just be- 
fore noon Red Lopez, the rebel chief, 
made a tour of his trenches, and re- 
ported !> killed and 14 wounded up 
to that hour. 


He says the federal loss 
is very 


heavy. 
Late in tho afternoon the firing 


slackened perceptibly and the report 
went around that the federals had 
again withdrawn. 


The insurgents took advantage of 


the loaf by sending a provost guarcs 
to confiscate all the liquor in th< 
towns and it was at once dumped in- 
to the gutter of Agua Prieta. 


A courier rode into Douglas 
at 


noon and reported to Colonel Shunk 
that G. Garcia, the rebel commander, 
estimated the federal loss 
at 
7"-. 


Garcia admits 2«i rebels have be«-n 
killed so far and 
'<» injured.

The compromise will -propose to 


amend the Crosses initiative and ref- 
erendum bill, so that cities may be 
given the right to vote on the ques- 
tion of whether they shall have sa- 
loons or act. 
The bill has passed 


the house, has been amended by the 
municiual affairs committee of the 
senate and should be reached for con- 
sideration Tuesday. It gives the peo- 
ple of cities the right to initiate legis- 
lation and also to act upon all ordin- 
ances that have parsed council. An 
amendment to specify the existence 
or non-existence of saloons as one of 
ihe things upon 
which the 
people 


could act. therefore, would not be a 
far cry. The 
plan is to have the 


amendment presented on the floor of 
the senate. 


If such an amendment were put in- 


to the bill it would have to go back 
to the house, of course, for concur- 
rence, an-,1 it is figured that it is too 
important a bill to be allowed to die 
by reason of carrying the liquor ques- 
tion. In ot'ner words the house pro- 
gressives who are dry. it is thought, 
would rather allow the liquor ques- 
tion to go in. 
than risk the death 


of the bill, knowing the preponder- 
ance of wet sentiment in the senate. 
This is ihe basis of reasoning em- 
ployed i>y those who conceived 
the 


idc-a ir. the senate, including, it 
is 


understood, the lieutenant governor. 


The whole affair, then, is to be a 


•matter of expediency and not a wet 
'and dry question, it is being argued. 
:This is the viewpoint of Mr. Nichols, 
I according to his friends, who declare 
; that he is determined that the senate 
i shall be brought, by some means, into 
; line for redemption of the party plat- 
i form. One of the Nichols contingent 
; in the senate declared last Thursday 
; that Governor Harmon 
was not 


averse to trying what now seems to 
be the last hope of 
getting 
ction 


from the senate. 


The same senator said that 
the 


liberal element wag not boosting the 
plan, but of course would be glad to 
accept the result if the plan 
went 


through. He even said that some of 
the liberals had not been apprised as 
yet of the contemplated scheme. 


The drys will fight the step, as a 


matter of course, but they can do lit- 
tle against ^he wet sentiment of the 
house.

Potato Chowder—Peel auJ 
chop 


fine one large onion; dice six peeled 
potatoes and one-quarter of a pound 
of ham. Put the ham and onion in 
a pan and fry slowly until 
brown. 


Put the potatoes, ham and onion in 
layers in a saucepan, sprinkling them 
with one tablespoonful of 
chopped 


parsley, salt and pepper. Add tw^ 
cupfuls of water, co%'er and simmer 
for twenty minutes; add two cupfuls 
cf scalded milk; stir in one table- 
ppoonful of flour and one tablespoon- 
ful of butter rubbed to a paste. See 
that it is well seasoned, simmer a 
minute longer and serve. 


Cocoanut Pudding — From stale 


bread cut the crust, then butter and 
cut six ordinary slices. Put through 
the food chopper sufficient cocoanut 
from which the brown skin has been 
pared to made one cupful and a half. 
Separate the 
whites and yolks "of 


three eggs; beat the yolks with one- 
half eupful of sugar, a half teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla and one pint of milk. 
Cut the bread ia half inch -dice. Ar- 
range half of it in a baking dish, 
sprinkling one-quarter of the cocoa- 
nut through it. Baste over it half of 
the raw custard. Add the remainder 
of the bread, another, quarter of the 
cocoanut and the rest of the custard. 
Bake in a very moderate oven until 
barely set in the center. Spread the 
top with a good layer of quince or 
other jelly, cover with the remainder 
of the cocoanut and over all heap a 
meringue made with the whites, of 
the eggs whipped to a stiff froth with 
three tablespoonfuls of sifted pow- 
dered sugar. Sift sugar thickly over 
the top and return to the oven until 
lightly colored. Serve warm or cold.

PASTOR RUSSELL PROVES IT SO 


London. April 16. 


—Tbe I»ndon Tab- 
ernacle was crowd- 
ed to hear Pastor 
Russell's Easter 
sermon on "The 
Resurrection Hope 
the Only One." His 
test was from 1 
Corinthians iv, 12- 
18:- 


"How say some 


among you that there is no resurrec- 
tion of the dead? « * • If Christ be not 
risen, then is our preaching vain and 
your faith Is also vain. * * * Then they 
also which are fallen asleep in Christ 
are perished." He said:— 


For years God's people have had ex- 


cellent Bibles, and thus have been 
blessed far in advance of our brethren 
•who lived during the Dark Ages. But 
we hare read our Bibles too carelessly 
and often have most of us wondered 
at the great stress St. Paul laid upon 
the resurrection. Rarely is the subject 
preached upon now and rarely is it 
ever thought of except as an absurdity. 
The reason for this is not far to seek. 
From childhood we have been taught 
that nobody is dead—that in dying ev- 
erybody, good and bad. becomes more 
alice than ever before; that this alive- 
ness, to the saintly few, means spir- 
itual powers and an immediate en- 
trance Into heaven, death being swal- 
lowed up in life. The unsaiutly masses 
also, we are told, have quickened sensi- 
bilities after dying—they become more 
alive, more able to appreciate and suf- 
fer pain. 


Our Catholic neighbors tell us that 


the majority immediately go to Pur- 
gatory, there to be tried by various 
sufferings and tortures, and later, en- 
ter heaven. Our Protestant teachings 
bare been to the effect that the un- 
salntly masses, unfit for the presence 
of God and the holy, will be consigned 
to an eternity of awful torture and 
made very much more alive to suffer- 
ing than before. Thus we have been 
taught to believe that death is a portal 
or door into an intenser life—that no- 
lody i» dead. 
Many of us perplexed 


ourselves, and were perplexed by oth- 
ers, with questions respecting bow 
there could be a "resurrection of the 
dead" if nobody is dead. We avoided 
the question, or gave the answer, "Mys- 
tery; go run and play." 


Some, indeed, attempted a patchwork 


of the matter and told ns that those 
In heaven were happy, but not so hap- 
py as though they had bodies and that 
after thousands of years of craving for 
a body (which they had used for only 
a few years), they would get it back 
Again for all eternity. 
Others said, 


"Xo. our bodies have been only a clog 
and a hindrance and from the moment 
of death we will be better off without 
them; and we do not know why tbe 
Bible should teach a resurrection of 
the dead, to get back bodies that we 
would be glad to be rid of." 
Respect- 


ing the wicked, we said that after 
roasting for centuries without a body, 
then, to intensify their pain, tbe body 
would be resurrected and they would 
have double suffering. 
What bosh! 


What foolisbness! 
Is it any wonder 


that many of tbe bright minds of the 
world learned to doubt everything con- 
nected with religion and the Bible? 
Rather the wonder is that, seeing 
things so obscurely, we did not all re- 
pudiate everything. 


Now What Do W« Find? 


With tbe clearing of the mists of ig- 


norance and superstition, with a better 
light reflected from one page to an- 
other of tbe Bible, the resurrection sub- 
ject clarifies and the statements of 
Jesus and tbe Apostles and Prophets, 
which we thought so strunge. l>ecome 
luminous and soul-satisfying. 


When once we see that "tbe wages 


of sin in death'' and not eternal tor- 
ment; and that tbe Bible licit is the 
tomb and not a fiery furnace: and that 
all mankind go to shcol. to hades, just 
as did our Savior; then we begin to 
see that what we all need is to be 
saved from sheol, from had-cs. as was 
the Savior. 
A resurrection-salvaiiou 


Is thus the salvation hope of the 
Church and of the world. 


What a relief this gives us as re- 


epects parents, children, neighiwrs. 
friends and tbe heathen, who b.ive 
died out of Christ, nnsaimly: What 
comfort it brings to know that they 
are sleeping in tbe great pri>on-h.>use 
of death, unconscious of the lapse of 
time, waiting for the Redeemer. Who 
will as King set np His Kingdom in 
glory, associating His Bride with Him- 
eelf for the blessing of all the families 
of the earth. The bringing forth of 
the prisoners out of the prison-house 
of death will be to set before them 
under the glorious provisions of the 
New Dispensation an opportunity for 
lift tttrlasting. by obedience to the 
laws of tbe Kingdom under the as-

Although the words tkeol and kadrt 
are translated yrace more times than 
translated *««. nevertheless they re- 
fer. not to the mound of earth, which 
is in the nature of a monument, but 
to the secret, hidden condition, prefer- 
ably styled the tomb, the abyss. 


The Prophet David wrote. "Thou 


wilt not leave my soul iu **«>J (tbe 
tomb, tbe state of death), nor suffer 
Thine Holy One to see corruption" 
(Psalm xvi. 10). St. Peter quoted 
this on the day of Pentecost and ex- 
plained that it is a prophecy in re- 
s|>«vt to Christ Jesus. 
David's soul 


was nut delivered from sheol. and he 
did see corruption, and his sepuk-hre 
ihe Apostle could refer to. 
But he. 


being a Propuet. spoke those words 
respecting Jesus, that His soul would 
not be left in theol; that His *OM! 
would not see corruption. St. Peter 
says that this prophecy was fulfilled 
in our Lord— In that He was raised 
from the dead on the third day. He 
tells us that Jesus was put to death 
iu tbe flesh, but quickened In spirit— a 
spirit Being far above angels and prin- 
cipalities and (lowers and every name 
that is named. Our Common Version 
Bible declares that our Ixtrd's *uul 
was saved from hell— hades (Acts il. 
27-31). 


David, in the Old Testament, used 


the word nfirot. 
St. Peter, in the New 


Testament, used the word hades. There 
is no dispute amongst scholars as to 
what is signified. Tbe words sheol and 
hades are well known to refer, not to a 
place of suffering or torture or anima- 
tion of any kind, but to the uncon- 
sciousness of the death state. Jesus 
arose from the dead, from hades, the 
grave, and not from a place of torment. 
The so-called Apostles' Creed declares 
that Jesus descended into hell, but 
arose from tbe dead on the third day. 
All scholars know that nothing in the 
words sheol and hades has any relation- 
ship to fire or pain or suffering or con- 
sciousness, and thus this phrase of the 
Apostles* Creed is universally ex- 
plained. 


As Jesus descended into hades, so do 


all mankind. As the Father raised, 
Him from the dead on the third day. 
so it is promised that He will raise us. 
the Church, from the dead. More than 
this, the unjust also, those who have 
not been approved of God in the pres 
ent life, shall all be awakened from 
the sleep of death. They will come 
forth informed respecting sin, having 
lived under the reign of Sin and Death. 
They will come forth that they may 
learn the ways of righteousness, the 
reward of which is life everlasting. 
The glorified Jesus and His glorified 
Chnrch. the Bride, will be the Royal 
Priesthood, whose special work for a 
thousand years will be the uplifting of 
mankind, not only from the tomb, but 
also to perfection of life, "every man 
in his own order" or rank. The uplift 
ing will bless as many as are willing. 
lifting them from the degradation and 
meanness and imperfection into which 
all have fallen by one man's disobedi- 
ence, under the laws of heredity. 


Burst the Bars of Death. 


In tbe poetic language of the hymn. 


Christ Jesus "burst the bars of death" 
in His resurrection. It was not pos- 
sible for Him to be bolden of death. 
writes the Apostle (Acts ii. 24). The 
Divine verdict went forth that He had 
been faithful and tbat to Him should 
come the reward of life upon the high- 
est plane— the divine nature (Epbesians 
I, 20. 21). 


Our fancies may legitimately picture 


that the holy angels marveled at tbe 
Redeemer's experiences from the time 
that He left the heavenly glory and 
was made flesh and dwelt amongst us 
until, by His resurrection change. He 
returned again from the earthly na- 
ture to the heavenly plane, "far above 
angels." As they sang at His nativity 
a rapturous song of glad tidings of 
great joy to all people, so they were 
filled with amazement, surely, at how 
the Father permitted Him to be tempt- 
ed and tried and poured for Him His 
cup of suffering, wbicb Be drained to 
the dregs. They marveled when "He 
died, the Just for the unjust." 
They 


looked and wondered, as hour after 
hour He remained in the tomb— dead. 
Their loyalty to the Heavenly Father 
•was tested during that period, but was 
rewarded when they beheld that Di- 
vine power raised Him up even to a 
more excellent glory than that which 
He had before. 


With what alacrity tbe angels must 


have acknowledged the risen One. in 
harmony with the Father's declaration. 
"Let all tbe angels of God worship 
Him." 
"Worthy is the Lamb to re- 


ceive glory and honor, dominion, might 
and power." The point to be specially 
noticed is the change of nature which 
our Redeemer experienced in His resur- 
rection. That change did not take place 
during the three days of Jesus" buri- 
al. but during tbe three and a half 
years of His ministry, which ended 
with His resurrection. 
When thirty 


years of age He gave Himself— He sur- 
rendered His earthly privileges and 
rights and hopes into tne Father's 
bands, to be obedient to everything 
which Divine providence might per- 
mit. At that moment His sacrifice of 
His flesh was accepted. The evidence 
of its acceptance was the impn nation 
of the Holy Spirit, which as a dove 
rested upon Him and exercised a 
quickening nnd illuminating influence 
n f Kin His mind, enabling Him to un- 
derstand more thnn hnman things and 
to perform more than human acts.
